On account of the Increased range 
of modern armament and the Increased 
draft of vennel*, the Idea of making 
an artificial inland at the entrance of 
file buy tin* been abandoned, and It 
now la contemplated to confine the 
fortifications to Cape Henry. 

The latent project will provide to r 
the conatruWton of emplacements for 
eight twelve Inch mortara, four twelve- 
inch rifle* and four alx-Inch rifles, the 
necessary mining structures and fire 
control and searchlight systems at an 
estimated cost of $1,801,700. 

It also In planned to quarter troops 
for these guns at Fort Monroe, Vs., 
at an estimated cost for quarters of 
$.ino,nnO. and to transfer armament 
from less Important points at a coat of 
$30,000. 



Paris. March 4.- The formidable 
problem of finding accommodation for 
12H,n00 persons who are to 1 m* evicted 
from their dwellings owing to the sale 
of the antiquated fortifications of Paris 
to the city authorities by the French 
government has been worrying the 
municipal council of the French capi- 
tal. 

The space occupied by the wall, 
twenty one miles In length, encircling 
Paris and the tiring rone, fiOO yard** In 
width facing it. Is to Ik* converted Into 
public parks. This space Is now cover- 
oil by many thousands of wooden ram- 
shackle houses, occupied iu most cases 
by the (Mforest class of work people 
aud ragpickers, but in many instances 
turned Into resorts for criminals aud 
tramps. 

The proprietors pay a small annual 
sum for the privilege of being allowed 
to construct these huts on the condi- 
tion that- 1ht*y si* subject to destruc- 
tion in case of war. There Is not suf- 
ficient nccotu modal Ion for the occu- 
pants In other parts of the dt.v. 

The summit of money ex|N*nd«*d on 
these old fortiflcutloim. erected III 1840 
and now to Ik* rased. 1* estimated to 
have exceeded $'J(NMMNmhni. It is Im- 
possiblc to enter the city without pass- 
ing through one of the seventy gates 
now used Ms statams for the collection 
of the tax imposed on provisions com- 
ing Into Paris from the country dis- 
tricts. 



Livingstone's Lsttsr. 

London, March 2.— While David Liv- 
ingstone, the African explorer, was In 
darkest Africa bs wrote s letter on 
part of ■ copy of the Txindon Stand - 
srd of Nov. 24. I860, and Murray, the 
Alhermsrle street publisher, now has 
this relic. It will be placed on exhibi- 
tion at the centenary celebration’ tfrts 
month. Livingstone did the writing 
on the bit of newspaper with a colored 
liquid from the Juice of plants, his ink 
having become exhausted. 

One curious point Is that the frag- 
ment of the Standard on which the 
now priceless letter la written con- 
tains an account of Livingstone's work 
In Africa, In which the following lines 
occur: 

Away from friends, sway from family, 
he keeps along his course, untired and 
undismayed. It In happy Intelligence, 
therefore, that we have of him. More 
than that, he Is nearer to those sources 
for which generations have searched In 
vain and are searching even now. In one 
day moving on, the neJtt retiring his 
steps; here hurrying forward, there en- 
camping for a month; calculating ..be- 
tween the forest and the sky. between . 
the stream and the ocean; tramping per- 
petually, bivouacking anywhere the life 
of an African traveler, we must admit. I* 
not one of oriental luxury. Yet he know s : 
that the people at home are following him 
with good wishes; that his cotnYadet In 
science are listening, ns it were, for Me 
every footfall on those remote and soli- 
tary sands, and thst. physically speaklyig, 
"the light of the world” Is brightening as 
hs carries forward the torch. » 

; Over these printed words Living^* 1 , 
stone treced his letter In the lonely 
jungle after having rend the apprecia- 
tion from the heart of civilization of 
his great work.

Rushes Photo Over Wire. 

Paris. March 2. -Edouard Bolin, a 
French Inventor, has succeeded in tel 
egrnphlng a photograph from llor 
deaux to Paris in the record time of 
four minutes. 

M. Bel In's process differs radically 
from Korn’s method. Instead of using 
selenium lie prepares a photographic 
plate the basis of which Is blchromat- 
ed gelatin and the surface of which is 
uneven. 

A small metal point. ; assing over the 
uneven surface of the plate, causes a 
variation of the electric current, which 
renders possible the transmission over 
a telegraph or telephone wire of the 
lights and shades of half tom* plates 
and is attended with remarkable reg- 
ularity and speed. 

The most Interesting feature of M. 
Belln’s Invention Is that it is |K>ssibk* 
to carry about a small apparatus 
weighing about sixteen pounds and im- 
mediately attach It at any telephone 
station. This renders possible the tele- 
phoning of pictures over long dis- 
tances.

Largest Battleship. 

Newcastle-on Tyne, March 2.— The 
largest and most powerful battleship 
afloat, the Brazilian super-Dreadnought 
Rio de Janeiro, is now neartug comple- 
tion at Elswick, where she was launch- 
ed recently. 

She displaces 27.500 tons and Is arm 
ed with fourteen twelve-inch and twen- 
ty six Inch guns. She Is designed to 
attain a speed of twenty-two knots an 
hour. 

The Rio de Janeiro is the third and 
last of the battleships ordered by the 
Brazilian government in July, 1006. 
The first to be launched was the Minas 
Gereas, at Neweastle-on-Tyne, on Rept. 
10, 1008. Rhe has a displacement of 
20,000 tons and enrries twelve twelve- 
inch guns. Her sister ship, the Sao 
Paulo, was launched at Barrow In-Fur- 
ness on April 10, 1000.
